— The Ad- 
ministratian and the RopaUienn lead- 
ers are utterly deiiioruli/.cd and de- 
pRs-. il iiy till" Il siilt< in Ohio ami In- 
diaiiM, and with ;;ikn1 rea'<on.«. Prcc- 
tically, they sitaked tlio Presidency «>ii 
those two State.-!, and their whole plan 
of eanipaign wa-: organized to carry 
them by di'ei.sive niajoritie.-', and thus 
thruugii the moral influeiiec of this 
prtijecled suec 'ss ui)oii the doubtful 
voters in clusic Slates, sweep tho coun- 
try next month. 

Tlii.; I'laii s. i iiuil [ii rKetly fea.-ilile 
on the i<url'aue, and had every rc-a.-mu 
to n ee wKJid k, to the bmuubms , 

a- being llie iiio.-t sure, ecODOmieal, 
and ea-ily ('niitroiled of all others that 
were I'luj i -.'d. They had jiii..se.s.<iiin 
ol Ohio, and (lovejiior 11avi>i wa.s 
nouifnatetl at Cincinnati on the l)clief 
that ho would largely iiiere.ase the ])ar- 
ty strength in hu own State. With- 
out that argument and ooaviotitMi, he 
never W'iuhl liave been diaaeafivthe 
candidate. 

Prom 1856 down, Ohio had regnlar. 
ly voted t!:e lli'publii-an tieket at ev- 
ery rrcsidential eleetion by majoritiis 
of tens of thoii.sand.-', and it wai< sup- 
jwseil the prestige of Ilayc.t' name 
would insure at least a majority of 
twenty thoit-aiid for the State ticKet 
last week. John Shcriuau and all the 
b ailers gave that assurance before and 
afii r the notniiiation of ll'iyos, and 
they repeatedly emphasized tlic prom- 
i^ duriuf; the canvass, and even np to 
tlie cIOKing days of the eamj'aiijii. 

In Indiana greater difficulties were 
to be ronfronted. Hendricks was 
(loveriior tliere, with lu'ieh per.'onal 
|M>puiarity. lUit he had been elected 
fajB veryamnll majority in l.S72,whic!i 
was swept away by Grant, who carried 
the State by 2*2,')!. ">. In 1874 the ti- 
dal wave swept over Indiana, but it 
had receded, and parties were 
left ne:irly in their former rdatious 
toward each other, with perhaps a 
!>inall advantage on the Democratic 
side. The new greenback denent, 
huv, ever, became a disturbing factor 
to l olh Hilfe?. 

Senator Morton took into his own 

hands the dirertioi! of t'.ie campaign In 
Indiana, witii tiie tiill eoii.sent oi the 
President and the ciilirc eouaeat of the 
.Vdministration. He beg.an by remov- 
ing Jewell from the I'o.-t OfHee I)e- 
partmeut, av.d putting Tyner in his 
place, and then he filled Tyuer's of- 
fice as Assistant Postmaster General 
with J'.r.iily. So that the w'.iole i;ia- 
cliiuery of this great department, 
mlAA reaeltesiato every comer of the 
State, was at once converted into a 
mightj iMUtisan engine, with a full 
liead of steam on from the first to the 
la.-^! hour of the eaiiipaign. 

Such were tlie cuuditioiis upon which 
the contest opened in these two contig- 
uous We<!i rn States, with a candiilale 
for the Presidency presented by one of 
them, ami a candidate for the Vice 
Presidency by tho other. In pursu- 
ance of llie plan of action which had 
been concocted at Washington long 
Ix'fore the adjournment of Congres.s, 
every influence, direct and indirect, 
which the .\diiiii,i-tr:U!on and the 
friends of Hayes, ouU-idc of Grant's 
circle, could command, was nnscrupu- 
hwsljr eserttd in Ohio and Iiidir.iia. 

The force employed was tremendous, 
bscaose the leaders were fighting with 
the enerjry of ih'spair. With defeat, 
they saw not only pos.-es.siou of power 
pn.°s away, but the ccrLiintj ofenish- 
itig esiKisures of corruptions in the 
Tiea.'-ury, which the hand of invc>ti- 
gation has never rcichcd, beoau.sc they 
have been concealed or habitually mis- 
represented. Every officeholder 
served as a partisan soldier and a jiar- 
tisan spy. Ko doubtful man was ul- 
h>wed to hold a place, however hum- 
ble; and even pour woincii, the wive.^ 
and daughters of soldiers, too, were 
proscribed, toBiake TieaBeies for ve- 
nal politicians. 

Chauiller lovieil the last dollar pos- 
sible to be extorted firom tho office- 
holders in the departments and all over 
the country, and was oven mean 
enough to exact his arUttaty assess- 
ment from hundreds already mtirked 
' for removal, and luany of whom were 
removed within a week after paying 
this blackmail.

Noihiiig waa kft undone 
that orgiini/.ing ability, unlimited re- 
sources, wicked ingenuity, and corrupt 
coiiibinatiotii I'liuid achieve And the 
outcome of ii till is, that Indiana is ir- 
reiKinibl V l'>st, and Ohio is bnrelj ntvid 
by the skin of its teeth. 

Divc-^ted of all the shams anil excus- 
es, litis is tlie sti 1 11 le-iili of last Tues- 
day's work. The Western candidate, 
whose geocrraphical position and nega- 
tive cliMracter were to give the party 
an increased momentum, has been 
beaten on his own gronnd, and the 
camfMiigti has einh'd with an e.\haiis- 
tion of resources, of hope, and of 
strength. If the Bepoblicana on their 
chosen field, and with their iiniiipn.«e 
means concentrated on two isolatinl 
points, could not c.irry them triuin. 
phaufly, what can they expect to do 
when a vig'>rous, elated and united 
oppotition cicifronts them all iJoiig the 
line in Xovcmber, and defies their bro- 
ken sceptre ? 

What claim has Hayes on the Tasf, 
lion- become the battle grouud ? Wliat 
has he ever done to conciliate its fovor, 
or to <h -ervo it.s grateful n e. ignition ? 
The suggestion that he will regain up- 
on thn side of the Allegbanies what he 
lost on t'le other, is too preposterous 
for serious answer. The force of the 
popuhir verdict of his own section 
against Hayes is not to be biokca by 
the eleclioii ofincmhcrs of Congress. 
l?oth States were gerrymandered by 
Ilepublican Legislatures for this very 
()l>jVx;t; and although the trick was 
overco'ue by tho great rising against 
Grantlsm in 1874, that was never re- 
ganlcd as a |)olitical test on either side, 
but an exceptional example. 

This defeat is la.-ule all the wor.se be- 
cause tlia .Vdaiinistratkm had been led 
to believe, from all reports, that Iv)th 
StattS wouM be carried by decided 
mtijoriile -. Little Hale of .Maine, who 
hail sjioutcd in Indiana, came here 
fn>m hb tour and personally assured 
evuvb. ily v.ho would listen to him 
that Harrison was certain of election 
by ten thousand. On Monday night, 
I'oiitwell, t'anuion, Kdraiiiuls, the 
Postmaster, CiucrriUa Musby, and oth- 
er ehiefi of the party, were assembled 
at hcadnuarters, awaiting the news. 
Holloway at Indianapolis, with the en- 
thusiasm of a postmaiitcr, tefegmpbed 
early that all was hivclj*, snd his 
echoes in Cincinnati ami elsewhere re- 
peated the joyous intelligence. 

Up to f Icveu o'clock, while the Re- 
publican counties were coming in, th.c 
outlook was not cheerful for the Di"- 
mocracy. Lut after midnight the 
title turned, and when the Democrat- 
ic Comniittee sent over their accounts, 
and the Secretary stalked in among 
the dismal gathering, the whole crowd 
lookdl as if they had been chosen pall 
liearers for a defunct party.

Wc ounelves 
are acquainted with sam|des of all dif- 
ferent kinils nu ntii.ned, but iu future 
we to Ixi iutercsttxl iu but one sort — 
that sort eoaststiiqf of those who want 
our paper and pay for it in advance. 

Many long und dreary years in the 
publishing business has famed the con- 
viction upon OS that newsfmper patron- 
age is a word of many deEnitious, mid 
that a great majority of mankind are 
either ignorant of the cturrcct definition, 
or are as h wM et hi « siriet,. htVlkal 
scn^eof the word. Newspaper patron- 
age luts A-i many colors as the ruiuLow, 
and is as changeable as the ckaaw- 
leon. 

Gnu man comes in, sulj^icribcs fur 
a papw, pays for it in advaaee, and 

gee- h( IIIO a;i l re.ids it with a proud 
satisfaction that it is his. He bauds 
ia an advertisement, and reaps the ad- 
vantages thereof. This is patronage 

.\i!i.llier man a.-ks you to send him 
a paper, and goes (•:! witiiniit .«.iying a 
word about the pay. Time flies on ; 
you arc iu need of money, uud ask 
him to pay the sum he owes you. He 
Hies into jiassiou, perhaps pays, ]>er- 
haps not, and orden his paper stopped. 
This is called putronagc. 

One man brings a fifty-cent adver- 
tisement and wants a twodoOar puff 
thrown ill. and win n you decline, he 
giK's oil" mad. i^veu this is called pat- 
ronage. 

One man dont't take yourpaper. It 
is too high priced; but he borrows and 
reads it regularly. And rttwH be 
called newspaper patronage.
